WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—On his own au- 


thority and positively Senator Allison of 
Iowa will not accept a postion in MoKin- 
ley's cabinet. The senator arrived from 
Canton today. In answer to inquiries by 
an Associated Press reporter the senator 
said his conference with McKinley yes- 
terday was of a-confldential character and 
so he couldn't discuss it. Speaking for 
himself, he said he would not be a mem- 
ber of tne cabinet, and regarding others 
he said he knew little.

more American confirms the report that 
Senator Allison will not accept a cabinet 
position. One who mis present at the 
conference between the president-elect 
aud Mr. Allison says: "For the third 
time Senator Allison, a native of Ohio, 
declined the proffer of an Ohio born 
president to accept a cabinet position. 
The answer given by Mr. Allison to the 
appeal of his friend and admirer was 
gentle as a diplomat's reply to a chief 
could be, but had the firmness and deter- 
mination of a fully considered and ab- 
solute rep^y. 


"When the Iowa senator was leaving 


' the president's home and said, *God 
bless yon and yours, is my prayer,' Mc- 
Kinley knew all his former calculations 
with the exception of Cornelius Bliss had 
been upset and that ho must practically 
begin anew, within less than two months 
of the day of inauguration, to make his 
cabinet slate.

Mr. Allison expressed his 
fullest sympathy and good wished for the 
incoming administration, bat he wag very 
decisive in his statement, however, that 
he couldn't give up Displace in the senate 
for an administrative office. 


"Mr. McKinley expressed deep regret 


at Senator Allison's decision. It is a keen 
diaappoinmeut to the president-elect. Mr. 
Ailison had been Mr. McKinley's choice 
for secretary of state from the very first. 


"Senator Allison and Mr. McKinley 


freely discussed and advised about the 
coming inaugural address."

He came 
out strongly against "paid lobbyists who 
infest our halls,'* adding; "if legislators 
are not intelligent enough to give inde- 
pendent thought and action to measures 
without the aid of those who wine and 
dine, cajole and flatter and bribe, steps 
should be taken to modify the mischief.

WASHINGTON, San. 7.—The senate dis- 


posed of much routine at the outset of to- 
days' session. Mauy petitions regarding 
Cuba, also for and against the Loud bill 
were received. One petition from tho 
Commercial club of Chicago expressed ap- 
proval of the present policy of the admin- 
istration. 


Mr. Mills, a member of the foreign re- 


lations committee, brought forward a new 
phase of the Cuban question by offering 
the following joint resolution: 


Resolved by the senate and house of 


Representatiues that the expediency of 
recognizing the independence of any for- 
eign government belongs to congress and 
and 
when congress determine 
the 


executive 
shall 
act 
in 
harmony 


with the legislative department 
of 


the government. .Second, That the inde- 
pendence of the Republic Cuba ought to 
be and hereby is recognized and the auin 
of $1000 appropriated ae a salary and ex- 
penses of a minister to that government 
whenever such a minister shall be ap- 
pointed by the president.

Mr. Mills said he would speak on his 


resolution tomorrow. 


Senator Sherman sought to secure the 


passage of a bill directing the Secretary 
of Agriculture to establish a uniform 
standard for all classes cereals to be 
known aa the United States standard. 
Sharp objection came from several 
eources. The bill went ovar. 


The s.enate agreed to adjourn till Mon- 


day. Then Mr. Mills altered the date of 
tlie Cuban speech to Monday. 


In the house, despite the fact that the 


consideration was begun of the Pacific 
railroad funding bill, the attendance was 
slim. A large map, showing the routes 
was erected before the rostrum which the 
spealcern frequently consulted. Under a 
special c "der adopted the debate will 
continue till Saturday and a vote comes 
Monday. 


Chairman Powers of the Pacific Rail- 


road committee demanded the regular 
order and the house went into committee 
of the whole. Mr. Powers in his opening 
argument declared a purpose, to deal with 
the matter with the utmost candor. He 
said the bill of the committee presented 
for consideration to the house, was a plain 
business proposition. He then launched 
into an exhaustive history of the Pacific 
roads.

The following letter explains itself. 


NORTH ADAMS, Jan 4, '97. 


GEO. 
W. CHASE, Chairman Executive 
Committee. 
Dear Sir:—Herewith I tender, through 
you, to the Associated dmrtties my resig- 
nation as superintendent of lodging house 
and wood yard, to take effect January 8, 
W, at which time you will relieve me of 
further responsibility. 
After deliberate and prayerful consid- 
eration, 1 do this in justice to my family 
and the future of the work to which J have 
given myself. Any hesitation I may have 
had to before leaving the time agreed upon 
is set aside by the tacts that the commit- 
tee have from the beginning broken faith 
with, me; hare manifested little or no in- 
terest in the work, and a general apathy 
on the part of those who should be'alive 
to the conduct of affairs. 
You will please see that some one will 
audit mv accounts, beginning where Mr. 
V. A. Whitaker lefb them last spring that 
I may be able to hand over books, etc., in 
proper shape. Believe me, Yours truly, 


SMITH N. ALLEN. 


The above will doubtless be a surprise 


to many of the people of this city. Mr. 
Allen came here from New York a year 
ago last fall and the lodging house waa 
opened for a trial of sii months. Nothing 
of the kind had been attempted in thla 
city before and it was thought best to 
arrange for only six months work: to 
begin with. 


At the end of the six months those who 


had been interested in the work felt that 
it should be continued, and when the 
Associated Charities was organized Mr. 
Allen was engaged to remain until April 
1,1897, as superintendent of the lodging 
house and wood yard. Why he does not 
remain he states in his letter. 


Since he has been in North Adams Mr. 


Allen has devoted himself very earnestly 
to the work which he came here to do. 
For a long time he conducted a mission in 
connection with the other work, and in 
every way open to him he has striven 
diligently to aid the poor and struggling 
people with whom he has had to deal. 
That he has been of great help to many 
there is no doubt, and there are not a few 
who will regret his departure from the 
city. 


Mr. Allen will very soon join his family 


in New York, and further thaa this he 
has no definite plans.
